(other than 11 key personnel'' vrho remain on the Department of 
State oayroll), CIG liaison is authorised directly vlth the 
appropriate offices of the Department of State. 

b. On matters concerned, :1th budget and finance, CIG is 
authorised direct liaison vlth the Office of Budget and 
Finance of the Department of State. Copies of all :;ritton 
communications 111 be furnished to the Office of tho Special 
Assistant to the Secretary of State for Research and Ir.tolli.'ence. 

c. On matters concerned ■.1th ccneral administration, equipment, 
supplies, space, GIG is authorized direct liaison ':1th the appro¬ 
priate offices of the Department of State, 

d. On matters concerned, vlth "key personnel”, and all matters 

and policies concerned vlth the interchange or production of 
intelligence or intelligence information, liaison ’.111 be 
conducted only vlth the Office of the Special Assistant to the 
Secretary of State for Research and Intelligence, or its 
subdivisions.
